II*—No person to advance less than at the rate of Five Pounds per 
centum. 

HI.—The buyers to give in their names and places of abode, and to pay a 
deposit as the Auctioneer may require. 

IV* The lots to be taken away with all faults and errors of description, at 
the expense and risk of the purchaser, WITHIN" ONE DAY 
AFTER THE SALE, and the remainder of the purchase money to 
be paid on or before delivery.
